Former Sen. Abourezk perhaps has at 
least the germ of a solution for all three 
of these problems—more frequent 
turnover. 

“What you really need,” he says, “is 
to mdke sure people don’t think of 
themselves as lifetime legislators. They 
should go to Congress to make a 


“Gontribution, not a career.” 


Amen, Mr. Abourezk. And the same 
goes for state and local offices, too.
